•Barreled  apple  prices  on  the  whole  were  considerably  higher  at  the 
Liverpool  auction,  Wednesday,  March  5,  then  last  week,  according  to  a  cable 
received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  'of  A^;ri cultural  Economics  from 
Mr.  'F.  A.  -Motz,  the  Pepartment  of  A.griculture '  s  fruit  specialist  in  Europe. 
This  week's  prices  were  well  aoove  the  prices  paid  at  this  time  -a  year  ago 
for  "barreled  apples.     Boxed  A'inesaps  made  slightly  lower  prices  than  last 
week  and  are  somewhat  below  prices  paid  at  this  time  -a  year  ago.  Oregon 
Newtowns  »ere  selling  ^^t  about  the  same  level  that  has  Deen  -maintained  for 
the  past  few  weeks.     These  prices  are; 'however,  much  above  those  paid  at 
this  time  last  year.     Washington  Eomes 'made  better  prices  than  Winesaps  at 
the  'auction.     The  demand  for  both  Oregon  Newtowns  and  Washington  Homes  was 
temporarily  weakened  by  the  arrival  of  some  unsound  lots  of  -these  varieties. 
A.11  varieties  of  American '  barreled  arid  "boxed  apples  of  f  ered -were  in  light 
supply  "and  good  condition  except  Mpirie  Ben  Pavis  which  were  in  only  fair  con- 
dition.^    All  barreled  apples  met  a  good  demand,  except  Ben  Pavis  for  which 
the  demand  was  moderate. 

Washington  Winter  Nelis  'pears  were  in  li,_,nt  supply  and  -renerally 
good  condition.     The  prices  received  on  the  auction  were '55  cents  to  98  cents 
higher  thpn  at  this  time  a  year  ago.    ••  ' 

Prices  paid  at  London  for  American  apples  were  much  oelow  the  Liver- 
pool prices.    U.  S.'  No.  1,  2i  inch,  'York -Imperials  sold  at  $5.6f  to  $^.57 
as  compared  with  $3.52  to  $8.76,  the  price  received  at  Liverpool.  Unclassi- 
fied, 2i  inch,  Yorks  sold  at  $5.11  to  $5.8i.    U.  S.  No;  1,  2^  inch,  Winesaps 
from  Virginia  sold'at  $5.61^  to  $6.57  per  barrel  while  the  unclassified,  2i 
inch,  size  made  $4.62  to  $5. 84; '' Virginia  Ben  Davis,  U.S.  No.  1,  2t  inch, 
sold  at  $3.89  to  $4.74  and 'the  unclassified,  2t  inch,  sold  from  $3.89  to 
$4.87.     U.  S.  No.  1,  2|  inch,  Virginia  Albemarle -Pippins  mo,de  $8.52  to  $9.73. 
Extra  fancy,  150/l75,  Oregon  Newtowns  sold  at  $3.41  to  $3.77  or  about  80 
cents  a  box  less  than  at  Liverpool.     The  Extra  fancy,  188/smaller  size,  made 
$3.16  to  $3.41.    Washington  Newtowns  sold  at  about  the  same  prices.  Washing- 
ton '  1/inesaps  were  i'n  moderate  supply  but  met  -with  a  slow 'demand.     The  Extra 
fancy,  15C/l75  size,  made  $2.31  to  $2.43  while  Fancy,  150/ 175  fruit,  sold 
at  $2.19  to  $2.31.     These  prices  were  also  below  Liverpool.     All  the  Amer- 
ican apples  offered  were  in  good  condition  except  Virginia  Ben  Ba.vis.
